It 
was 28 pr cent. heavier than during the 
first week of the offensive. He pointed 
out that at all costs the country could not 
afford to be outstripped in the struggle of 
the workshops. Whatever else had to go, 
the Army and the Navy must be kept sup- 
plied. Other industries in particular re- 
quiring skilled labour were shipbuilding 
and agricultural implements. é rejec- 
tion of the Bill was moved x Pringle, 
who objected to anything which tended to 
restrict freedom of employment, but the 
House declined to accept the’ amendment, 
and the second reading of the Bill was 
passed. 

Captain Bathurst says that thie con- 
sumption of bread last week was six pou 
per head, or two pounds per week more 
than the ration.

THE SUBMARINE DANGER. 
Mr. Lloyd George, says The Times, has never 
done better than he did yesterday in his great 


speech ab the Guildhall. He said just what | 


needed saying, and gave the country a clear 
and strong lead. In cutlining the general situa- 
tion, he dwelt with legitimate satisfaction on 
the change in the. military field, ‘the assured 
prospects Of suecess now opening up, but he 
devoted far more attention to the unpleasant 
side of the picture presented by the food 
problem and the submarine menace. This is the 
German offensive on which all their hopes now 
rest, and Mr. Lloyd George did not make the 
mistake of belittling it. Mr. Lioyd George ex- 
plained why the successful submarine campaign 
has so far failed to produce the anticipated 
effect. It has been met by the restriction of 
jmports, and the allocation of tonnage to neces- 
garies. We congratulate the Governmeni on the 
vigorous development of this policy, which we 
have long and often advocated. But “its very 
success carriés 2 danger with it. It afferds 
temporay relief which is Heceptive, because it 
hides the truth from the public, and leads them 
to believe that the consequences of losing ships 
are, after all, not serious, so that they get ac- 
eustomed to the weekly toll, and, instead of 
being impressed, take it more lightly. But 
treuble is coming, and very 
soon. The submarines will not be effectu- 
ally tackled in a week or a month, 
or in two or three. The success of the whole 
policy laid down by Mr. Lloyd George and 
the issue of the war depend, Tie Times ob- 
serves, on the part played by the people at 
home. That is the indispensable condition, and 
in particular they must reduce the consump- 
tion of food during these next months. If 
there is io be no starvation, there is absolute 
need of making what is available go‘ as far as 
possible. We must imoress upon the Govern- 
ment the importance of getting on with com- 
pulsory rationing with the utmost speed. It 
is clearly inevitable, and to cling to delusive 


hopes of voluntary action may prove a fatal 
blunder.

I, therefore, appeal to these authori- 
ties to review at once their present staffs of 
nurses, and to set at liberty for milit service 
every available certificated nurse who is willin 
to serve, and I would ask that the names o 
such nurses should at onee be reported to the 
Recretary, War ce. Adastral House, Em- 
bankment, London, B.C. 

I also appeal to every nurse who has retired 
from her profession to offer her services to her 
training school, or to one of the local hospitals 
or institutions in order that she may thereby 
enable the authorities of those institutions to 
release a nuree capable = undertaking the more 
strenuous duties of military service,

THE CHANNEL FIGHT. 


DESCRIBED BY GALLANT 


MIDSHIPMAN. 
The Press Association's Deal correspondent 
telegraphs :— 

Midshipman Donald A. Gyles, younger son of 
Mr. E. J. Gyles, of Link View, Muswell ayenue, 
London, of H.M.8. Broke, who took part in the 
recent naval fight in the Channel, told me of 
his experience. He said :-— 

“I was off watch and asleep at 
the time the German flotilla was first 
sighted. All hands were immediately called to 
action stations. I went to my forward, 
whicly is above the guns. The first shell fired 
by the enemy hit the superstructure of the 
bridge, taking away completely one side of it, 
killing and wounding several of our men, and 
also killing and wounding a number of men 
serving the port gun No. 2 below. I, myself, 
was struck by a fragment of shell in my right 
eye. The piece is still there, and 1 believe they 
will have to leave it there. I was also wound 
in my right leg and right arm. The force of 
the concussion stunned and floored me. 
thcugh dazed and shaken, I picked myself up 
and ran to the gun down below, but, to my 
dismay, I found it already out of action. 1 
then hurried on to the forecastle—all this, mark 
you, in two minutes—where I found only ‘five 
men left who were able to man the gun. Then 
Able Seaman Ingleson, whose gun was also dis- 
abled, came hurrying forward to see if he could 
assist us. Ingleson loaded the port gun, whilst 
I loaded the starboard gun. 

“ Whils{ we were loading and serving our g 
several Gbrmans managed to board us, yelling 
all the time for merey, and shouting other 
things which we could not understand. They 
rushed along our deck, and made an endeavour 
to attack us, singling me out for preference. I 
pointed my revolver at them, and ordered them 
to go forward; but one burly German, a regular 
giant, made a lunge at me, and seized my right 
wrist in an endeavour to wrest my weapon from 
my grasp. I managed to retain possession of 
the revolver, and luckily Petty Officer Wood- 
field, who was near by, struck a blow at the 
Hun. This he managed to avoid, and, dodging 
round the back of our gun, endeavoured to at- 
tack me from the rear. Fortunately, Able Sea- 
man Ingleson came upon the scene, and, run- 
ning his cutlass through the German’s body, put 
an end to it. We threw his body overboard, 
and saw it disappear beneath the waves. We 
then cleared the decks of all the Germans we 
could see. Then we came across two others, 
whom we found crawling about in an effort to 
hide themselves. We goon made this pair pri- 
soners. 

“We torpedoed one destroyer and rammed 


another, When we, unfortunately, were hit in 


the engine-room, which prevented us maneuvr- 
ing properly. We drifted about for some time, 
then came across the vessel which we had pre- 
viously to oed. She was in a sinking condi- 
tion, and the remainder of her crew who were 
alive were all calling out, ‘ Save, mercy.” We 
approached her as best we cohld, and as near 
as we could, when, to our surprise, they opened 
fire upon us. We promptly returned with a few 
shots, and quickly settled her. By this time 
the action had finished. 

“I saw two German destroyers sink, although 
IT had only one eye. We were then in a helpless 
condition. Tugs came out and towed us back 
into port.”

IRISH TRADE AND

RELATIONS WITH THE BOARD OF 


TRADE. 


The Industries Committee of the Nationalist 
Parliamentary Party has received from the 
Board of Trade a memorandum on “ Assistance 
given to Irish trade and industry by the Board 
of Trade."’ Generally, it is pointed out that 
no distinction is made between firms estab- 
lidhed in Ireland and those established in 
Great Britain in the matter of facilities pro- 
vided by the Department of Commercial] In- 
teligence. Allusion is made to the ex- 
hibition in Dublin of the samples, ceol- 
lected by the Board of Trade, of 
German and Austrian goods sold in neutral 
markets. Altogether, over 1,200 visitors at- 
tended the exhibition in Dublin during the six 
days it remained open. Many inierestjng in- 
terviews took place between representatives of 
the Board of Trade and Irish manufacturers in 
Dublin, and a good deal of useful information 
was supplied to them. In particular, Irish 
woollen manufacturers displayed much interest 
ia the samples of blankets and other woollen 
goods formerly exported by Germany, and 
much attention was bestowed on the range of 
machine-made lace samples which were ex- 
hibited. At the close of the exhibition, the 
Board of Trade lent some 500 cards of patterns 
of lace to the Irish Department of Agriculture, 
etc., in whose possession they still remain. It 
is understood that the Irish Department has 
been circulating them to various people in- 

in ace-making throughout Ire- 

The representatives of ithe Board 

Trade visited various firms in 
Dublin and in Belfast, and the semi- 
official relations thus established between the 
Board of Trade and Irish manufacturers and 
exporters have since frequently been utilised 
by the latter in the furtherance of their trade. 

“ At the British Industries Fair held at the 
South Kensington Museum in February-March, 
1917, four Irish manufacturers of toys ex- 
hibited their products. It is hoped that, if in 
future years the scope of the fairs is extended, 
more Irish manufacturers will be able to show 
their produce, with a view t taking orders 
from home and oversea buyers. 

“The Irish Department of Agricultural and 
Technical Instruction and the Congested Dis- 
tricts Board of Ireland have on several ooca- 
sions during the past few years received aasiat- 
ance from the Department of Commercia] In- 
telligence in fostering the sale of Irish’ producta 
abroad, and in encouraging peasant industries 
in the West of Ireland.”’ 

After reference to the visits to Ireland of 
Trade Commissioners from the Dominions, the 
memorandum continues : 

“ In past years the Trade Commissioners and 
other correspondents of tae Board of Trade in 
the British Empire have been supplied with 
— directories of Irish manufacturers and 
shippers. 

“ H.M. Consular officers who act as correspon- 
dents of the Board of Trade in foreign 
countries have received instructions to devote 
special atteation to the trade of Ireland with 
the districts in which they are stationed, and 
the Board of Trade propose to issue similar in- 
structions to officers in the extended Trade Com- 
missioner service which is now being established 
in the British Empire. it should be added that 
this extended service will comprise sixteen 
officers instead of four as at present. The al- 
location of these officers has not ret been finally 
decided, but there will probably be four in 
Canada, two in Australia, two in South Africa, 
one in New Zealand, and two in India. The 
remaining six officers will be stationed in euit- 
able areas in the Crown Colonies, Protectorates, 
etc.” 

In connection with the newly-formed British 
Trade Corporation, it is stated (hat, as regards 
Ireland, Lord Faringdon has already been in 
communication with the National Bank. 

The Committee express the hope that. Cham- 
bers of Commerce, as well as Irish manufac- 
turers and exporters interested in the subject 
of the above memorandum, will communicate 
their views to them on the question of effecting 
an improvement in the methods of the Hoard 
of Trade dealing with Irish export trade. The 
Committee have under consideration the need 
for reforms in this and other branches of the 
work of the Board in relation to Irish interests. 
They suggest that Irish firms should make more 
use of the “ Special Register’ of the Board of 
Trade, and that applications should be sent in 
by firms in the South of Ireland for interviews 
with the Trade Commissioners. It was decided 
to press for a revised edition of the Trish 
Export Directory.

MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S SPEECH. 


Mr. Lloyd George, who, on rising to reply, | 
was received with loud and prolonged applause, 
said he felt grateful to those who, by elect- 
ing him a Freeman, had so far exaggerated 
his merits and forgotten his shortcomings. 
(Laughter.) At the beginning of this war 
there was eomething in the nature of a | 
financial panic, something like consternation 
and stupefaction. British credit had survived 
that blow, and the City of London had set | 
an honourable and leading part. (Cheers.) | 
When he had taken the job in hand to 
organise the resources of the country he had 
done it in order to give those brave men of 
our first armies a real chance to fight— 
(cheers)—and, thank God, they had got it. 
(Cheers. ) 

Before June, 1915, they had lost 84 guns 
and a very’ considerable number of troops, 
and they had captured, as far as he could 
recollect, not one. Since that date we had 
not lost one and had captured 400. ( Cheers.) 
When they came to the tale of prisoners 
they found we had captured ten for every 
one, 

Now, he continued, the tide has changed. 
Our victory has come easily assured. 


(Cheers. ) Vimy Ridge cost the French an 
enormous price. In epite of untold gallantry, 
they had only secured part of it. Entirely / 
owing to the fact that we have got svperior 
equipment, we captured the whole of the 
Vimy Ridge, with about 200 guns, at some- 
thing like one-fifth of tho loss that it took 
the French Army. 
SOMME AND ARRAS BATTLES. 
in the first eighteen days of the. battle 
of the Somme we captured eleven thousand 
prisoners and fifty-four guns. 
in the first eighteen days of the battle 
of Arras we captured eighteen thousand 
prisoners and two hundred and thirty guns. 
(Cheers. ) 
We have gained four times as much 
ground, and our losses are exactly one-half. 
( Cheers.) 

That means not merely ultimate victory, but 
it means that victory is going to be won at 
less loss—(cheers)—and the Germans know it. 
That is the explanation of the despair which 
is driving them to black piracy on the high 
seas. That is the next job we have got to. 
meet, and we can do it. (Cheers.) Thoy | 
mean to make the sea absolutely impassable 
for any craft. It is essential to victory for 
them that they should do so. It is equally 
essential for us that they should fail. (Cheers.) 
Judging by some criticism, you might have 
imagined that submarines were something that 
appeared in the sea for the first time when 
Sir E. Carson became First Lord of the 
Admiralty. But ib has been a problem that 
has worried us for two and a half years at 
least. During the last months of t year 
1916 shipping had been sunk at the rate of 
hundreds of thousands of tons a year. Since 
the Germans determined. to sink all craft in- 
discriminately, without warning, there is no 
doubt they have sunk more ships; but 
they have brought America in—(cheers)— 
and I am perfectly satisfied with the balance. 
(Cheers.) America, after great patience, has 
come to the conclusion that there is no use in 
waving a neutral flag in the teeth of a shark 
__(cheers)—and she is definitely in with us to 


Now, there are two ways of dealing with it. 
One is by destroying or rendering innocuous 
these submarines. The best brains available in 
this country and America and France are ap- 
plying their energies to that problem. For the 
moment it would not be wise to say more; but, 
believe me, they are concentrating on that 
problem, I have never seen a human problem 
which is not soluble, an@ I do not think this is 
an exception to that rule. (Cheers.) 


LOOKING AHEAD REGARDING FOOD. 
When we came in in December of last year, 


he proceeded, the wheat. cultivation of this 
country had been allowed to go down by 15 per 
cent. There were 250,000 fewer acres cultivated 
of wheat than in the previous year. They had 
brought under cultivation in that three or four 
months of rather feverish activity 1,000,000 
acres of fresh land. That meant an addition of 
2,000,000 tons of food. He did not say the 
war was going to continue through 1918, but 
they must take no chances. We have taken 
far too many. (Cheers.) If the German knows 
that by holding out to the end of 1918 he can 
win by starving us, he will hold out. But if he 
also knows that the longer he holds out the 
worse it will be for him, peace will come much 
earlier. Therefore, we are taking steps now 
for the harvest of 1918, and not a minute too 
soon. If our plans are carried out there will 
be 3,000,000 of fresh acres of land put under 
cultivation, and we can guarantee that without 
a ton of foodstuffe from abroad no one can 
starve us. (Cheers.) 


RATIONING. 

Meanwhiie we have got to ration. Had these 
steps been taken a year or 18 months ago we 
should have absolutely no anxiety about food 
now, He did not say we had plenty of wheat; 
but, taking all cereals, they would have plenty 
of rood food. As regarded imports, last. year’s 
cutting down of a million and a half tons was a 
mere trifle. They were making arrangements 
by which they would cut down imports from 
abroad, without interfering with any essential 
industry, by between ten and eleven million 
tons. Arrangements were . already working 
which would save six millions. If this elevon 
millions had been saved a year ago we should 
now have a twelve months’ store of wheat in 
this country. In Canada they had eighty-five 
million bushels of wheat, if not for the asking, 
for the fetching, and it aught to have been 
here. We bad to get food until we discovered a 
method of destroying this ocean bacillus. 


SHIPBUILDING TO BE TREBLED. 

More, we were building ships, and Sir Joseph 
Maclay had already made arrangements by 
which we should get three times as many new 
ships this year as last year. The ships of this 
country were going to be concentrated hence- 
forth upon the essential and vital trade of the 
country. egy losing heavily in ships, and 
assuming we continued to lose at the same rate, 
in July we should bring more cargoed tonnage 
into our ports than in Mareh. (Cheers.). The 
Germans thought we were done, but they did 
not know the race they were dealing with. 
After looking at the whole thing in its worst,

The preliminary reports of the Treasury De- 
partment, on which Mr. McAdoo, Secretary of 
the Treasury, will base his recommendations to 
President Wilson concerning the first Bond issue 
under the Seven Billion War Finance Bill, indi- 
cate that America will be called upon to 
finance the Entente to the extent of at least 
four hundred million, and, possibly, five hun- 
dred million dollars per month. The Estimates, 
which are subject to revision, give the following 
as the monthly. needs of the Entente:—Groat 
Britain, two hundred to two hundred and fifty 


_ million dollars; France, one hundred to one 


twenty-five million dollars; Russia, amount not 
yet determined, anything up to one hundred 
million dollars; Italy, fifty miltion dollars. This 
tentative programme provides for expenditure 
in this country on foodstuffs, munitions, coal, 
ctothing, railway equipment, ete., of virtually 
every dollar advanced. 


STATISTICAL SOCIETY OF 
IRELAND. 


COLONIAL SELF-GOVERNMENT 


FOUNDATIONS. 

A paper, entitled “The Foundations of Colonial 
Self-Government,” was read by Sir John R. 
O'Connell, LL.D. at a meeting of the Statistical 
and Social Inquiry Society of Ireland last evening 
at 93 St. Stephen's Green, Dublin. The chair was 
taken by the President, Mr. Wm. Lawson, LL.D. 

At the commencement of the meeting the Presi- 
dent pr & resolution regretting the loss tho 
Society had sustained - the deaths of two of its 
very old mombers—the Right Hon. W. F. Bail 

B., and Mr. Charles Dawson. Mr. Bailey, he 
said, was, at times, Secretary and Vice-President, 
and became President in 1902. He read some valu- 
able papers before the Society, including one of a 
fifty years’ survey of the progress of Ireland. 

Sir Wm. Thompson seconded the motion, and it 
was carried. 

Sir John O'Connell, having reviewed the frame- 
work of the constitutions of the great self-governing 
States, federal and unitary, which he regarded 
alike as examples of, and the strongest arguments 
for, the success of free institations, the author of 
the paper called attention to certain outstanding 
characteristics in those communities, which, he 
considered, went far to explain their progress. in 
population, prosperity, and in increasing loyalty to 
the Mother Country. The first. was the growth, 
sometimes rapid, sometimes slow, but always 
inevitable, of the principle of responsible seif- 
government, which vested in the people as a whole, 
without distinction of class or creed or origin, the 
the right to mould their own destiny, and to direct 
and control their own affairs on democratic lines, 
untrammelied by any outside influences. The record 
proved the rule that no free people who had, in 
however tentative a degree, experienced the resnits 
of the power to contro] their own affairs, would 
ever rest satisfied until the full mease of 
autonomous zovernment was established. An equally 
important principle disclosed by.ench a eurvey was 
that not less essential to the development of a 
community than the freedom of its Parliament was 
the right of that Parliament to the unfettered 
direction and management of its own fiscal system. 
As often as the constitutional principle established 
by the House of Commons through generations of 
struga@le, that the first. essential of affective legisia- 
tion was contro] of taxation, had been raised in the 
history of our Colonial Empire, so often did the 
Colonies insist that the grant of legislative power 
wonld mean nothing to them unless jt carried with 
it the recognition of their unfettered control of the 
imposition and administration of the taxes. It 
would not appear that since the granting of com- 
plete fiscal autonomy, which the Colonies now en- 
joyed, there had been any difficulty in maintaining 
financia! etability, notwithstanding the largely in- 
creased expenditure which the more generous con- 
ception of the duties of a State held by seme of the 
self-zoverning States, especially in Australia, tn- 
volved. Closely connected with the fiseal freedom 
enjoyed by Colonial Governmenta was the right that 
had been asserted by all of them to raise part of 
their revenues, while protecting their own manu- 
factures, by imposing tariffe not only against 
foreign States, but also against the Mother Country, 
with the correlative right to enter independently of 
the Mother Country into tariff treaties. with foreign 
States. The Army, Navy, Militia Forces, and forces 
of Colonial defence were constitutionally inde- 
pendent of Parliament, being the forces of the-King, 
and, ag at home, the only control over those forces 
which could be exercised by Colonial legislatures 
was the indirect one which arose from providing 
the money for the Army and Navy by taxation. In 
conclusion, Sir John O'Connell noted . certain 
tendencies in legislation of modern peoples of the 
English-epeaking races when exercising the rights 
of full self-covernment, ) 

In the discussion which follewed, 

Prof. €. H. Oldham said that he welcomed the 
choice of sach a subject, for they were far too 
parochial in Ireland with regard to the subjects 
that occupied their attention. 

Messrs, Shannon Millin, R. J. Kelly, K.C., and 
Diarmid Coffey also contributed to the discussion. 
and a vote of thanks was tendered to Sir John 
Connell.

We have given consideration 
to this problem, and decided that, in order to 
develop those enormous territories in future, 
it is necesary that exceptional encouragement 
should be given to the production of each 
part of the ann, We believe that a system 
of preference could be established which will 
not involve the imposition of burdens upon food. 
[t is not, the time to talk about putting ad- 
ditional burdens on food, and for the purposes 
of preference that would not be essential. 
You can secure that by other means, and more 
rticularly by taking measures which other 
ands have 5, ah for improving the communi- 
cations, so that the products of one country 
inside this great Imperial Commonwealth can 
be brought more freely, readily, and economi- 
cally to the markets of the other.” '

It is essential, ore, 
that every farmer should provide substitutes for 
seme of the cake, corn, and meal which he has 
hitherto been accustomed to feed to stock. 

The maintenance of the milk. supply, 
especially for next winter, is a matter of vital 
importance to the whole country, and farmers 
should now take stéps to ensure that any scar- 
city of artificial feeding stuffs and meal will not 
lead to such restriction in the feeding of milch 
cows as would cause a decrease in the produc- 
tion of milk. 

A saving in corn, meal, cake, etc., can be 
effected by maintaining cows as far as possible 
upon roots and hay grown on the farm. It is, 
therefore, of the utmost importance that the 
area under root crops, particularly mangels 
and turnips, should be considerably increased 
this year. Satisfactory crops of turnips can be 
grown without farmyard manure by the aid of 
a dressing of sulphate of ammonia and a phos- 
phatic manure, such as basic slag. Where 
farmyard manure is available, basic slag may 
be used to supplement it. When basic slag 
and sulphate of ammonia are both utilised, 
they should on no account be used together, 
but should be applied separately. Superphos- 
phate, when obtaimable, may of course be used 
with great advantage for the turnip crop, but 
where it is not available farmers should not 
hesitate to use basic slag for this purpose. 
Basic slag can at present be obtained if 
ordered at once.

THE TAKING OF FRESH-

IRISH FISH FOOD COMMITTEE 
APPOINTED. 


At the request of the Department of Agri- 
culture the Food Controller has made an Order 
under the Defence of the Realm Regulations 
extending the powers of the Department to 
authorise times and methods other than those 
now legalised for the taking of fresh-water fish. 
The object of this Order is to facilitate, by 
measures which it may be possible to adopt 
without damage to existing fisheries, an effort 
to obtain and market an increased supply of 
coarse fish and eels from Irish rivers and lakes, 
These fish constitute an important subsidiary 
source of food supply which, under present cir- 
cumstances, it is desirable should be more fully 
utilised.

Committee, which will also deal with the out- 
put of brown trout, has been appointed by the 
Vice-President. .The following are the mem- 
bers of the Committee:—Mr. E. G. Pery-Knox- 
Gore, J.P., Ballina (Chairman); Sir Thomas H.

‘SUGGESTED CHANGES. 


The Commissioners of National Education | 
forward for publication the following report of 
the Committee of the Board which was 4p- 
pointed to inquire into the question of educa- 
tion in commercial and industrial centres. The 
report was unanimously adopted by the Com- 
missioners at their meeting on the 24th inst :— 

At the Board meeting of 26th September, 
1916, it was ordered on the motion of the 

verend Dr. Taylor :— : 

Thai the present is a most opportune time 
to appoint a Committee of the Board to con- 
sider what modifications can be made in the 
school programme with a view to the framing 
of a special programme which shall be of 
more ical use in commercial and industrial 
centres in Ireland. 

The following Committees was appointed to 
consider the question:—Sir Stanley Harring- 
ton, Rev. Dr. Taylor, the Bishop of Kildare 
and Leighlin, r. Bagwell, Right Hon. 
Laurence A. Waldron, Professor McClelland, 
Professor Thrift, and the Resident Commis- 
sioner, and it was further ordered that the 
Secretaries, the Chief Inspectors, and the Pri- 
vate Secretary to the Resident Commissioner 
should be present at the meetings of the Com- 
mittee. 

The first meeting of the Committee was held 
ón the 10th October, 1916, and eight further 
meetings were held between that date and 
the 27th February, 1917. Representatives of 
educational and other bodies were received at 
separate meetings of the Committee, and a full 
exchange of views on the subject of the inquiry 


took place. : : 

In addition to members of the inspection and 
organising staffs of the Commissioners, the Com- 
mittee interviewed representatives of the 
Catholic Headmasters’ and Schoolmasters’ As- 
sociations, the Irish National Teachers’ Or- 
ganisation, the principals of technical schools, 
the Catholic Clerical Managers’ Association, the 
Edtcational Committees of the Church of Ire- 
land, Presbyterian and Methodist Churches, and 
the Dublin and Cork Chambers of Commerce. 
Representatives of the Belfast Chamber of Com- 
merce were invited to attend, but were unable 
to do so; they sent a statement of their views 
in writing. Certain national teachers of ex- 

rience and high efficiency were selected for 
interview from Dublin and Belfast. 

CAUSES WHICH MILITATE AGAINST 

PROGRESS. 

The Committee believe that their meetings 
with these various bodies have given them a 
clear idea of the chief criticisms urged in com 
mercial and industrial centres against the pre- 
sent school programmes. The general causes 
which militate against educational progress in 
these localities may be grouped under the fol- 
lowing heads — 

(1) 1 larity of Attendance on the part of 
the: Pupils—The representatives interviewed 
agreed as to the necessity for an amending of 
the compulsory clauses of the Irish Education 
Act, 1 and the Committee are of opinion 
that proposals for this object should be con- 
sidered by the Board and pressed on the Govern- 
ment. In these proposals the terms of the 
Factory Acts and the question of the abolition 
of the half-time system should taken into 
account. k 

(2) Early Leaving of School.—Tt is clear that 
much of the backwardness and defects found to 
exist in the education of youths going into em- 
ployment and seeking admission to technical 
schools is due to the fact that a considerable 
gap intervenes after the time of leaving the 
national school, during which the boy's educa- 
tion is at a standstill and neglected. The Com- 
mittee were glad to hear from Belfast repre- 
sentatives that the system of higher grade 
certificates established there last year has pro- 
— hopeful results in keeping pupils longer at 


school. 

_(3) The Absence of Higher Grade Continua- 
tion Schools—The Committee wish to state 
that their inquiry has corroborated fully the 
claims so often put forward by the Commis- 
sioners for grants to this class of school. Such 
institutions are urgently needed to providb for 
the higher education of boys and girls from 12 
to 16 or 17 years of age. Apprentices and 
youths in employment of both sexes between 
14 and 18 years should be required by law 
to attend such schools for at least 10 hours 
each week, but in considering the period of 
attendance that should be compulsory regard 
might Se had to any time passed in instruc- 
tion in evening schools. 

It is by a removal of these general causes 
of defective education that progress must be 
looked for in the urban centres, and not 
through any change or modification in the pro- 
gramme of instruction taught im the national 

Tt camhot be said” that’ the icisiris 
of the school programme brought before us by 
the various bodies called into our counsels 
proved to be formidable. It was generally ad- 
mitted that the Eo gr wees in its main lines 
is as good as could be devised, and the changes 
suggested were for the most part directed to 
small matters of detail. Many of the criticisms 
arose through the misapprehension that still 
existe that the courses of study set forth in 
the code are the minimum that must be taught 
in every echool, whereas it cannot be too often 
ee that these programmes are maxima 
and are open to modification by managers and 
teachers to suit specia! local conditions. This 
view is stated plainly in the introduction to 
the progr on page 95 of the Commis- 
sioners’ code,Wrom which we quote the follow- 
ing passage :— 

“Teachers who consider that the circum- 
stances of their schools render it impossible 
to compass the full programme are required, 
subject to the manager's approval, to prepare 
a modified programme of instruction, which 
should set forth fully the course aimed at in 
each subject. This modified programme should 
be submitted to the inspector for approval 
before the commencement of the achoo! year.” 

If teachers gave more attention to the in- 
struction conveyed in this passage it would be 
easy for them to lighten their work eo as tu 
obviate the necessity of overerowding the 
curriculum by taking up subjects which they 
are unable to teach efficiently. In al] cases it 
ie the official practice to allow teachers, 

ally in emall schools, to give up such 
subjects as singing or drawing when through 
age or natural incapacity they are unable 
to deal satisfactorily with these branches. A 
similar practice prevails if connection with 
physical drill or object lessons. In view of 
these facts, the Committee cannot agree that 
the school p amme is in practice overcrowded 
or that any of the existing ordinary subjects 
should be made optional. 

On full consideration of the views brought to 
their notice and of the written statements sub- 
mitted by teachers and managers, the Com- 
mittee are of opinion that the following moditi- 
cations should be made in the printed pro- 


gramme :— 
ENGLISH. 

The Committee recommend that the practice 
of silent reading should be encouraged in the 
higher standards of all schools. The excessive 
amount of reading aloud which fills up much 
of the time of these siandards does not appear 
to improve the pupils’ powers of reading dis- 
tinctly and with expression, and it should be 
curtailed. No formal literary reader should be 

bed or insisted on in any standard above’

We have still un- 
placed about 660 men, for whom “ag are doing 
our best to get, suitable pny wey 
Unhappily, many of these are unfit for 
work, either through the effects of hardship 
and exposure or as.a result of their wounds. 
For the men who have lost a limb, especially an 
arm, we find it extremely. difficult to geb work 
which is of a light en nature.

Something like £6,009 had io be paid. it 
iad been the Counell’s practice for some yearg to 
have a credit baiance of bet ween four and five thou- 
said pouhds, but owing, first, to striking too amail a 
rate the previota year, and secondly, to the in- 
creased cost of material, the Coureil had overspent 
its income by £4,082, thus reducing lie eredit 
balance, which had stood of the 1st April, 1916, at 
B4 312, to £290 on the ist April, 1917. Even with 
these figures the Council misht have fmeed the 

resent year with a rate of 5/74 if it eould have 

titer advantage of the anéexpended léans account 
amounting to £5,819 Ba. od., but unfortunately the 
electfic ight account was overdrawn to the extent 
of £11,223 196 Of this £2,168 19s. waa Tor 
captital account, which at some future date the 
Céeuncil ought to-be able to liquidate by raising a 
further loan; but that was impracticable at pre 
sent. At the same time there were uncollected ac- 
counts amounting to &3,400, ecolietable in the 
current quartet, For a few years previous to the 
war a small but steddy profit had been. shown on 
the electric light wndertaking, after providing for 
interest and sinking fund, but during the past two 
vears the cost of fheil and wares had made it 
impomsible to make a profit.
